from the Entente. 

' As Frederick Coleman pointed out, the heart 
of the Russian is right; but he is not to be drilled 
towards his own salvation by doles and plalitiidea 
On tile'other hand, the great mass of people have 
Dot only been handicapped by the lack of a capable 
governing faction; but they have gradually be¬ 
come chained to the machination of a iftisgovemM 
ing class. The rriiultant chaos, moreover, is" not" 
aurprisiiig when one »Muisider8 the fact that of Rus¬ 
sia’s pppulation nearly eighty per cent ar; illiter¬ 
ate. Bolaheviaifi—aid^ by eranka criminal^ and 
the most villainous elemeuts of the old regime - 
has thrived in its exploitation of the eighty per 
cent, deadweight. 

A well-known EiiglHh writer declares that had

After the best had been draihed-from the coun¬
